Linking digital photographs wth a nane

confirned by fingerprints prevents and reduces fraud in

comer ci al transacti ons, transportation security, and

benefits provided by governnent entitlenent prograns.

The 150 Secretary of State facilities could be used to

create a data entry point with easy access to consuners, and

this could interface with the State Police's databank of

3,000,000 records in the Automated Fingerprint ldentification

System Qur State infrastructure can also link with the

f ederal governnent.

The CGCeneral Assenbly finds that reliable bionetric
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identification for all driver's licenses and identification

cards i ssued by the Secretary of State is a positive step for

the safety and security of Illinois residents and personal

and public property.
